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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Tlie recitation of tlie film as "consisting essentially of the claimed polymeric layer and nonwoven polymeric layer, 
as recited in proposed amendments to claims 23 and 32, is a new issue requiring further consideration and/or search, since this recitation 
limits the film to "essentially" two layers. 



Continuation of 13. Other: Regarding applicant's discussion of the American Heritage Dictionary definition of a nonwoven as a material or 
fabric made by a process not involving weaving, it should be noted that MPEP 21 1 1 .01 states that the ordinary and customary meaning of a 
claim term is the meaning that the term would have "to a person of ordinary skill in the art". The dictionary definition referred to above is not 
the meaning of the term within the industry or art. One of ordinary skill in the art would recognize that a nonwoven is a textile or web having 
structural integrity imparted by fibers held together by mechanical interlocking or bonding. A dip formed polymeric article or film, such as 
disclosed by applicant, is not a "nonwoven" as the term is defined in the art. See Chapter 24, "Nonwoven Fabrics" from Introductory Textile 
Science textbook, copy attached. The examiner maintains the rejection of claims 16-31 and 37-40 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 
Also, the objection to the specification as set forth in paragraph 1 of the Final Rejection is maintained, in that the specification fails to 
provide proper antecedent basis for the claim term "nonwoven". 
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
